Baluchi preserves the Middle Persian series; and this quantitative opposition 
between long and short vowels links Baluchi to Middle Persian in 
contradistinction to other present-day Iranian languages, whose vocalic 
structure turns on a qualitative difference between vowels. Long vowels in 
Baluchi tend to be articulated clearly with a certain amount of tension; short 
vowels are slacker and reduced. 

Stress 

Stress is usually on the final syllable, excluding affixes and indefinite marker. 
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
